RETURNS FROM ARCTIC 

Dr. E. O. Hohn, Associate Professor of 
Physiology (who is an ornithologist as well 
as a physiologist), returned to Edmonton 
July 31 after spending nine weeks in the 
area of Chesterfield Inlet in the Central 
Arctic. His work included the collecting 
of local Eskimo names for topographical 
features, as yet unnamed, for the Army 
Survey map which is now in preparation; 
Eskimo bird and mammal names; bird and 
mammal specimens; and, particularly, ob- 
serving the courtship and breeding habits 
of the red phalarope. 

He will attend the annual meeting of the 
American Ornithologists’ Union in Toronto 
in late August to deliver a preliminary ac- 
count of his observations of the red phala- 
rope, and will also visit the National Mu- 
seum of Canada in Ottawa to work on his 
zoological specimens. 


TO SPEAK IN AMSTERDAM AND HALLE 

Dr. Ludwig von Bertalanffy, Professor of 
Theoretical Biology, will preside at the sec- 
tion on “Methodology and Philosophy of 
Biological Sciences,” at the third Interna- 
tional Congress for Logic, Methodology and 
Philosophy, in Amsterdam, August 25 to 
September 2. He is Canadian delegate, 
sponsored by the Canada Council, at the 
sessions. 

Dr. von Bertalanffy will also be principal 
speaker at the annual meeting of the Leo- 
poldina German Academy of Scientists in 
Halle, with an address on “The Model of 
Open System,” based largely upon his own 
research in biophysics. 


PORTRAIT OF DR. DUNLOP PRESENTED 

A portrait of the late Dr. G. M. Dunlop, 
former Professor and Head of the Depart- 
ment of Educational Psychology, has been 
presented to the Faculty of Education by 
the Students’ Union. The portrait will 
hang on the sixth floor of the Education 
Building near the Department’s offices. 

Presentation was made at a gathering 
in the Faculty Club by John Dahmer, 
President of the Summer Session Students’ 
Union, to Dr. B. R. Corman, Head of 
Education Psychology. Special guests in- 
cluded Mrs. Dunlop, now living in Van- 
couver, Dr. H. T. Coutts, Dean of Edu- 
cation, and Mrs. Coutts. 


TO EUROPE AND INDIA 


Dr. K. Kowalewski, Professor of Ex- 
perimental Surgery, will speak at the In- 
ternational Symposium on Growth Hor- 
mone, Milan, Italy, September 11 to 14. 

He will then give a series of lectures in 
India on physiopathology of wound and 
bone healing in the Departments of Sur- 
gery in New Dehli, September 18 to 23, 
and in Varanasi~Banaras from September 
23 to 28. 


FOUR APPOINTED TO THAILAND 

A team of four Alberta teachers will 
spend two years in Thailand as advisors 
under the Thailand Comprehensive School 
Project. 

They are Stanley Gordon Deane, Prin- 
cipal of Harry D. Ainley Composite High 
School, Edmonton, team leader and ad- 
viser on school administration, Leo W. 
Kunelius, High School Inspector with the 
Department of Education in Calgary, who 
will advise on academic programs, Harris 
Romfo of the Medicine Hat Public School 
Board, who will advise on industrial and 
vocational programs, and William H. Rol- 
lans, head of guidance at Ross Sheppard 
Composite High School, Edmonton, who 
will advise on guidance and counselling. 


DISCUSSES “ALL THAT” 

Dr. M. A. Nay, Associate Professor of 
Secondary Education, presented two papers 
at the University of New Brunswick last 
month. The first, given at the Atlantic 
Invitational Conference on Teacher Edu- 
cation, was entitled “Training of Science 
Teachers.”

Boreal Institute officers named 


J. Jameson Bond, presently of the De- 
partment of Anthropology at University 
of Windsor, Ontario, is to be the Executive 
Director of the Boreal Institute, September 
1. 

Mr. Bond, who graduated with an M.A. 
in Anthropology from the University of 
Toronto and who has had more than a 
dozen years experience in the Arctic, 
mainly through the Department of North- 
ern Affairs, will also be Honorary As- 
sociate Professor of Anthropology here. 
The post of Executive Director of the 
Institute is a newly created one. 

Also effective September 1 is the ap- 
pointment of Dr. R. A. Burwash, Professor 
of Geology, as Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, replacing Dr. C. S. Brant, Head 
of the Department of Anthropology. 

New Board members are Dr. C. W. Ho- 
bart, Associate Professor of Sociology, T. 
H. Patching, Professor of Mining and 
Metallurgy, and G. E. Ball, Professor of 
Entomology, replacing Dr. R. M. Hardy, 
Dean of Engineering, and J. G. Packer, 
of the Department of Botany, whose terms 
of office expire at the end of August. 
Dr. W. C. Wonders, Head of Geography, 
has accepted re-appointment for a further 
year. 


Nursing Institute 


An Institute in Public Health Nursing 
Supervision was held in Corbett Hall re- 
cently, jointly sponsored by the provincial 
Department of Public Health and the 
University’s School of Nursing and De- 
partment of Extension. Dr. Loretta Ford, 
Professor of Public Health Nursing at the 
University of Colorado, Boulder, directed 
the workshop, which was attended by 37 
nurses in supervisory positions in public 
health agencies in Alberta. 


Workshop was organized by Mrs. J. 
Bailey, Director of Public Health Nursing 
of the Department of Health, David Yule, 
Associate Professor of Extension, and Mrs. 
Margaret Jackson, Associate Professor of 
Nursing, and Dr. Ford. 


Because of changes in the provision of 
health services as well as shifting empha- 
sis within the health services themselves, 
the theme of “Planning for Change” was 
chosen. A progressive series of institutes 
is planned. 


Mining grant received 


The Department of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy has received $15,000 from the Federal 
Department of Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources, as part of $100,000 shared by 12 
universities. 

The money is divided between Professor 
E. O. Lilge, Head of the Department, for 
mineral processing, and Professor T. H. 
Patching, for mining research on rock 
mechanics. 


No more staff lockers 


Dr. M. L. Van Vliet, Dean of the 
Faculty of Physical Education, has an- 
nounced that, “beginning in September, 
lockers will not be available to faculty 
members. Subject to change, towel ar- 
rangements now in effect (a clean towel 
issued in exchange for a soiled towel) 
will continue for the 1967-68 session. Many 
staff members have been using the building 
without the formality of privilege cards. 
An attempt will be made to eliminate this 
practice, particularly on the weekends. 

“Students are quite correctly requesting 
more recreational swimming time and this 
may curtail or eliminate instructional pro- 
grams for faculty children. 

“The pool included in the proposed an- 
nex to the Physical Education Building is 
specifically designed for aquatic instruction 
and should completely alleviate this prob- 
lem when it is available. Of interest to 
staff members are certain features of the 
annex specifically designed for recreational 
use by staff and students. These include 
seven handball courts, seven squash courts, 
a gymnastic room, instructional and prac- 
tice swimming pool and greatly expanded 
locker accommodation.” 

Increased enrolment, and teaching de- 
mands on the Physical Education Build- 
ing’s facilities, have made these restrictions 
necessary, according to Dr. Van Vliet.
